BENTON SHOT IN SCUFFLE 


Canadian With Villa’s Forces Describes 
Killing. 
Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 28.—“The 
death of 
William 
S. 
Benton 
was 
brought about by his own rashness,” 
writes Major J. H. Schoof, a former 
noncommissioned officer of the Al­ 
berta rangers and a Canadian citi­ 
zen, now serving with Villa’s forces 
in Mexico. 
Major Schoof, in a letter to a news­ 
paper, declares Benton forced himself 
into Villa's private office, brushing 
aside the sentry who tried to stop 
him, and that lie entered armed and 
in a blustering tone demanded pay­ 
ment for stolen cattle. 
When ordered out he refused to go, 
the letter says, and shouted he would 
stay there “until hell froze over.” Gen­ 
eral Villa, according to Major Schoof, 
thereupon ordered the soldiers 
to 
throw Benton out and a scuffle ensued 
in the course of which Benton was 
shot.

The United States senate has recently 
been trying to find out what is the 
matter with itself. 
Several senators 
rose and scolded because quorams did 
not appear when important committees 
held their meetings. 
The discussion 
led Senator Root to suggest that they 
needed an entire new organization of 
their parliamentary procedure. 
Of course the senators know what is 
the matter, hut they will not make a ' 
change because it will involve the sac­ 
rifice of good committee places on the [ 
part of a number of senators. In order ' 
to hold their places on important com I 
mittees the elder senators have allow­ 
ed these committees to he Increased in 
number. 
Tile result ks that the com­ 
mittees are too large and unwieldy to 
transact business, and rarely are quo­ 
rums present. 
Also it is a fact Unit 
these important committees must of­ 
ten meet at tile same time, and where 
one man is on two or three of them ho 
cannot, of course, attend to tho busk 
ness of all. 
In the making up of com­ 
mittees every senator grails everything 
he can and holds everything he can, 
and that is whut caused the trouble, 
and it is also the reason why there will 
he no reform. 


Concentration of Power. 
The condition in the senate grows 
out of the determination to concen­ 
trate the power of the senate in a few 
hands. Old time senators get the good 
places on committees and hold them 
aud thus retain control of the senate. 
In these later days, with progressive 
ideas prevailing, there has been a tend­ 
ency in the other direction, hut It 
doesn’t extend very far. 
Congressman Swagar Shel ley of Ken­ 
tucky was talking with a group of the 
members of the house recently and 
said that there never was a time, save 
when there was a revolt against Speak­ 
er Cannon, and then only for a very 
few days, when the minority did not 
control the house of representatives. 
The Kentucky congressman spoke tru 
ly. 
The control of the house is al­ 
ways in the hands of n small minority. 


Against Bond Issues. 
“About the only thing I have ac­ 
complished recently is to defeat the 
bond issue proposition in the Alaska 
bill," remarked Chairman Fitzgerald 
of the house committee ou appropria­ 
tions. 
“If those fellows in there,” 
nodding toward the hall of the house, 
"should ever get it in their heads that 
they could provide public buildings, 
rivers and harbors, good roads and al­ 
most anything else that would mean 
an expenditure of money there would 
he no end to the extent of the appro­ 
priations.” 
Chairman Fitzgerald is 
sitting on the safety valve with a few' 
other menders of his committee, but 
he doesn’t seem to he able to hold 
down the appropriations. 
“The first 
thing we know,’’ continued Fitzger­ 
ald, “we will have to increase the rates 
on second class mail. and that will 
make us popular,’’ lie added sarcas­ 
tically. 


Badgering the Chairman. 
“They are trying to get Stephens’ 
goat." remarked a man in the gallery 
who had been watching tile progress 
of the Indian appropriation hill. “Those 
fellows on the right side—Jim Marin, 
Stafford of Wisconsin and Mondell of 
Wyoming—are badgering the Texas 
man and holding up ids bill.’’
